ment has been issued by Mrs, Plump- 
tre, Secretary of the National Ser- 
vice Comrhittee: 

“Bales for the Canadian War Con- 
tingent Association must not exceed 
56 pounds in weight and should only 
contain soft goods such as socks and 
shirts, with contents marked plainly 
on the outside of the bale and protect- 
ed by water proof material, All other 
‘goods as candies, soap and tobacco, 
vermin powder, ete,, must he ‘packed 
in wooden cases not to exceed 56 Ib. 
in weight. A box should only contain 
one class of article. © 

“Cables received from England re- 
port that 91 bales containing mixed 
contributions chiefly from. Western 
Canada, have arrived with thé con- 
tents mixed together and destroyed 
by water, All those who desire to 
ship goods for the men in the tren- 
ches are earnestly requested to carry 
out the above regulations; dutiable

CANADA DOING ITS SHARE 

There has been an. impression 
abroad that: the manufacture of 
munitions of war has not pro 
‘ceeded as rapidly in this country 
as.was/tb be expected. This'im- 
Pression has now been effectu- 
‘ally dispelled. Not only hasythe 
work been prosecuted in,a. most 
vigorous ,manher, but the adap- 
tability of Canadian manufac- 
tories to this new kind of pro- 
duction has been such that, in a 
comparative sense, surprising 
jresults have been achieved. 


Brigadier General Bertram 
announces that 130 firms are 


engaged in the manufacture of 
shells and ammunition throtgh- 
out the Dominion., These are 
represented by 247 factories lo- 
cated in 78 cities and towns. Be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000 artisan 
are employed at this work, wh 
receive in wages $1,000,000 a 
week. ‘Already 700,000 shells 
have been made and the assur- 
afice is.given that the daily pro- 
duction will soon be between’ 40,- 
000 and 50,000. 

All this has not beet: done 
through stirring appeals to the 
patriotism of either manufac- 
turers or workmen, It has: been 
|done quietly. General Hughes 
believed that he saw in the 
great demand for ammunition 
an opportunity of serving both 
Canada and the Empire, by ad- 
apting a large number of our 
big plants to work of this na- 
ture. Many of the leading man- 
ufacturers were skeptical of the 
feasibility of the proposal, but 
they were soon won over with 
very gratifying results. The Al-| 
lies are not only being supplied 
with very necessary ammuni- 
tion but the foundations are be-|. 
ing laid of industries of much 
importance.

It 
is a labor of. love’ and Canada 
should feel honored that such a 
Splendid: body of women have 
given up, in many cases, splen- 
did positions, to do their share 
for Canada and the Empire. 
What a-tribute we must lay at 
the feet of the women of Canada.

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THE GOOSE AND THE GOLDEN EGG 


At the present time there is a 
great demand in Europe for Can- 
adian cattle, and it is announced 
that one of the large packing 
firms in Western Canada will 
ship to France this month 50,- 
000 head of cattle, principally 
young heifers, for the phrpose 
of re-stocking French farms. 

No doubt good prices will be 
offered and no doubt many far- 
mers in southern Alberta this 
year are badly in need of the
